HERE is no time like the autumn 
for preparing the garden for spring 


planting. Not only can a great deal of 


work be cone at this season.and thus be) 


out of the way when the press of spring 
, Work arrives, but actual 
may gained by perferming certain 
cultural operations before the soil

The garden having been cleared, the 
next most important thing is to apply 
fertilizer. Such chemical manures as the 
potash salts and the phosphates, also 
ground bone, tankage, ete., may be 
spread on the surface in the autumn 
without danger of serious loss of the 
‘fertilizing elements they contain. In- 
deed, much niay be gained by this prac- 
tise because the fertilizing elements be- 
come available by contact with the soil.

ammonium salts should not he applied at ’ 


hecause 


this season being very soluble 
they are likely to leech away before the 
plants could utilize them in the follow- 
ing year. They should be applied shortly 
before the plants are ready to utilize 
them in the spring or during the sum- 
mer. 

It is safe to apply barnyard manure 
at any time before plowing or digging. 
Therefore where the garden is to be dug 
or plowed in the autumn, the manure 
shouki be spread liberally upon the sur- 
face prior to digging. It can then be 
turned under and allowed to decay, 
Which it will do slowly until the ground 
freezes hard and also when the season 
opens in tlie spring. 

If the soil is sandy, and especially if 
there is no growth of weeds or other 
plants upon it, it will be best not to dig 
or plow in the autumn because there 
may be more or less loss of fertility, 
particularly if the ground slopes to any

Another advantage of turning heavy | 
soils up on edge in the autumn is that) 
much larger amounts of water will find | 
their way into the earth and the soil | 
be,moistened to a much greater depth 
than if the land is allowed to remain | 
fiat as it has grown the crop through- | 
out the summer or as raked or harrowed | 
down after plowing in the autumn. 


As much of the success of a crop de- | 
pends upon the moisture in the soil 
and as clay soils lose moisture very | 
rapidly if their surfaces become at all | 
baked in spring and summer, it is highly | 
desirable to get as lurge a reservoir of | 
water in the earth as possible during | 
the winter.

ODD POSTCARD 


A curious postcard was issued by 
Japan in 1873. It Hardy

If this 
solves the problem of making pig iron, 
furnaces will spring up like mushrooms, 
The great deposits of iron ore will be 
developed, all of which will, cause an- 
other and tremendous demand for elec- 
tricity. 

A recent report ¥f the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company stated that dur- 
ing May and June last the consumption 
of electricity for power purposes on its 
system exceeded the demand for lights, 
The power business has been gradually 
gaining upon the light business, not- 
withstanding the enormous increase of 
the latter, 128 per cent, during the period 
from 1904 to 1910. 

The agricultural phase of power con. 
sumption is rapidly reaching in impor- 
tance the manufacturing feature. As 
the power lines stretch out over the un- 
farm lands, great areas that 
have been producing from $25 to $50 an 
acre under ordinary conditions § are 
brought wader intense cultivation and 
are being made to produce from $300 
to $1000 an acre.” In the citrus belts the 
increased production an acre is larger, 
reaching as high as $2000 an acre.

Glimpses of interesting things done by 
professional people are given to the lay- 
men in the Studio.

What Lord Dunmore’s war. 
with the Indians of the western frontier, 
greatly advanced the affairs of Kentucky 
and Tennessee, and this war was ended 
by the battle of the Great Kanawha. or 
the battle of Point Pleasant, as it 
called. Albert Bushnell Hart says that 
this battle was of national importance 
as it “almost meant the winning of the 
West.” If it had not been made possible 
to fill in this territory during the early 
years of the revolution the boundary of 
the United States might have been 
fixed at the Alleghanies. 

This battle was fought under Andrew 
Lewis, Oct. 10, 1774, when the Indians 
under the Shawnee chief, Cornstalk, 
were defeated so thoroughly that they 
gave up all claim to the hunting grounds 
south of the Ohio. The defeat also kept 
the northwestern tribes quiet the first 
two years of the revolutionary war 

These things show why this battle is 
regarded by West Virginia as really the 
first battle of the American revolution, 
since the quieting of the foes on that 
side left the colonists free for the larger 
warfare. A monument dedicated at 
Point Pleasant, Oct. 10, 1909, commemo 
rates this battle as the first battle of 
the revolution. It was erected by the 
United States West Vir- 
ginia and citizens.

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HE tendency of mortals to take 
everything for granted which 
the physical senses report, with- 
out taking the pains to cross- 
examine the testimony of these 
false witnesses, has led mankind 
into all kinds of trouble. In 
pointing out the remedy for the multi- 
plied ills which have resulted from this 
misplaced confidence, Mrs. Eddy declares 
that “Science separates the wheat from 
the tares, through the realization of God 
as ever present and of man as reflecting 
the divine likeness.” (Science and Health 
With Key to the Scriptures by Mary Baker 
Eddy, p. 300). The ability to distin- 
guish between the real and the unreal 
must naturally precede any successful at- 
tempt to reform the conditions of human 
life. To this end Christian Science pro- 
ceeds by imparting a demonstrable 
knowledge of God to mankind and thus 
we are enabled at once to prove in some 
measure man’s dominion over evil. Even 
a very small amount of this spirtual un- 
derstandirg is so beneficial to mortals 
that it quickly lightens life’s burden and 
awakens a new confidence in the good- 
ness of God. 

Starting with the Scriptural assurance 
that God is Life, Truth and Love. it must 
follow that the next logical step is to 
determine man’s rejationship to this om- 
nipresent Spirit. Mra. Eddy meets this 
need by defining God as the infinite Mind 
or divine Principle that controls the real 
universe and man, and, she savs, “Chris- 
tian Science reveals man as the idea of 
God” (Science and Health, pp. 475-477).

Both Judaism and Christen- 
dom today profess an undivided worship 
of the one supreme God, byt it is never- 
theless true that they have both signally 
failed to satisfy the requirement named 
by the great Judean Teacher when he 
said, “these signs shall follow them that 
believe.” Jesus, the most perfect human 
demonstrator of God to mankind that 
the world has ever known, was 
demned by the orthodox Jews of his 
time to a criminal’s death. Christendom 
on the other hand has at times gone to 
the opposite extreme and in some quar- 
ters mistakenly declared that Jesus was 
God. Christian Science meets this issue 
by differentiating between the personal 
Jesus and the impersonal Christ. It re- 
minds us of Jesus’ own words, repeated 
so often in varying form, but always 
with the same unmistakable meaning, 
namely, that man, while one with God, 
can do nothing of himself but what he 
sees the Father do. It was therefore the 
Father or Spirit of God which was within 
Jesus that did the works. He said that 
a grain of spiritual understanding would 
remove mountains of error, and he recom- 
mended all mankind to seek first the 
kingdom of God_and His righteousness, 
promising that if men would do this 
every human need would be met.

NoTWITHSTANDING the various untoward 


influences and pessimistic views regarding 
the business situation the general volume ot 
trade is gradually increasing. Some would 
have it that this is merely a seasonal develop- 
ment usual at this time of year but the 
iercantile agencies report that the aggregate 
amount of business transacted is greater than 
that which was handled at this tine last year 
| = and in this fact there is much cause for 
encouragement. “That there are unquestionably two sides to the 
situation is patent.  lfrom the constructive point of view with 
particular reference to conditions in the United States the various 
elements which combine to lend encouragement to business are easy 
money, fairly well sustained railroad earnings, a steady decrease in 
the number of idle freight cars, an increase in exports and a decrease 
in imports, large bank clearings, an abatement of labor troubles and 
a record-breaking cotton crop. Conspicuous among the influences 
Which tend to hamper trade are politics, trust prosecutions, further 
tariff adjustments by Congress, which meets soon, and the high cost 
of living, 
The abundance of money which has been rapidly accumulating 


is Amost prominent factor just at present. The crop maying season 
has made comparatively small demands upon New York is finances 
and when money from the West begins to come back to thé metropolis 
the accumulation of idle funds will be greater than ever.’ ‘That this 
money eventually must seek investment there can be no doubt. [t 
is of no account unless at work for its owners, Just how to employ 
it to advantage is the question which greatly concerns capitalists at 
present, ‘The stock market does not seem to offer much of an attrac- 
tion to investors, the impression being that a lower level of prices 
will be seen before the next presidential election. The bond market 
looks somewhat more inviting but trading even in these securities for 
some time past has-been very quiet. The best opinion séems to be 
that new bond issues, if the security is high class and offers a good 
vield, will be more-apt to tempt some of this idle money from the 
hanks than low interest-bearing bonds that have been in the market 
for along time. Investors are anxious to find a safe place for their

hore him. ‘The men that live in these farmhouses, that fish in these 
Waters, that keep these modest shops, are our brothers, suit many 
leave a sunmner habitation without a thought of the political duty 
that they have neglected when they have failed to understand that the 
life on the farm or in the village will go on quite in the same way 
as it did before the train pulled out of the station.

Such reflections on the art of elimination are prompted by 
some remarks of Lady Gregory to a Boston audience anent her 
methods as a playwright.

‘Alas. the tendency of 
the novice, whatever the medium of expression, is precisely other- 
wise! If an orator, he must, he thinks, make as many pedantic refer- 
ences as possible. If a writer of fiction, the more numerous the 
characters and the more complex the plot the surer the manifestation 
of genius! If a painter of portraits he thinks he must be photo- 
graphically realistic, seize on every physical detail, and leave nothing 
to the imagination and get no deeper than the outer flesh and raiment 
of the sitter. Whereas it was Lincoln and not Everett who 
triumphed at Gettysburg, Thomas Hardy's nevels will live longer 
than Rider Haggard’s, and Rodin’s sculpture be in demand when 
exemplars of the lapidary school are forgotten. 

The “artist in living’ faces the same problem To see the 
great essentials of human intercourse and not be diverted from them 
by the ephemeral and trivial is the part of wisdom, to be valued more 
than rubies. And irrelevancy in living has both its temporal and its
